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Report: U.S. wants to revamp Afghan prisons

NEW YORK — The U.S. military is looking to re- 
vamp its beleaguered American-run prison system 
in Afghanistan, according to a published report. 

The development is in response to concerns over 
detainee abuse and the military’s belief that the 
Taliban is recruiting militants in the prisons, the 
New York Times reported Monday. 

Adm. Mike Mullen, the chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, sent a confidential message last 
week to all of the military service chiefs and senior 
field commanders asking them to redouble their ef- 
forts to alert troops to the importance of treating 
detainees properly. 

Maj. Gen. Douglas M. Stone of the Marines was 
credited with a successful overhaul of the Ameri- 
can detention practices in Iraq and is entrusted 


with reviewing detention details in Afghanistan. 

Stone’s report has not been made public. It’s being 
read by senior American officials, and recommends 
separating extremist mili- 
tants from more moderate 
detainees, two American 
officials who have read or 
been briefed on his report 
told the Times. 

A senior military of- 
ficial told the Times that 
Mullen issued the mes- 
sage after viewing pho- 
tographs showing U.S. 
servicemembers abusing prisoners in Iraq and Af- 
ghanistan during the early years of the wars. 


July becomes 
the deadliest 
month for U.S. 
in Afghanistan 
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Picture emerges of 
harsh lives spent in 
North Korean camps

SEOUL — Images and ac- 
counts of the North Korean 
gulag become sharper, more 
harrowing and more accessible 
with each year. 

A distillation of testimony 
from survivors and former 
guards, newly published by the 
Korean Bar Association, details 
the daily lives of 200,000 politi- 
cal prisoners estimated to be in 
the camps: Eating a diet of most- 
ly corn and salt, they lose their 
teeth, their gums turn black, 
their bones weaken and, as they 
age, they hunch over at the waist. 
Most work 12- to 15-hour days 
until they die of malnutrition- 
related illnesses, usually around 
the age of 50. Allowed just one 
set of clothes, they live and die 
in rags, without soap, socks, un- 
derclothes or sanitary napkins. 

“We have this system of slav- 
ery right under our nose,” said 
An Myeong Chul, a camp guard 


who defected to South Korea. 
“Human rights groups can’t stop 
it. South Korea can’t stop it. The 
United States will have to take 
up this issue at the negotiating 
table.” 

The camps have never been 
visited by outsiders, so these ac- 
counts cannot be independently 
verified. But high-resolution sat- 
ellite photographs, now acces- 
sible to anyone with an Internet 
connection, reveal vast camps in 
the mountains of North Korea. 

The photographs corroborate 
survivors’ stories, showing en- 
trances to mines where former 
prisoners said they worked as 
slaves, in-camp detention cen- 
ters where former guards said 
uncooperative prisoners were 
tortured to death and parade 
grounds where former prisoners 
said they were forced to watch 
executions. Guard towers and 
electrified fences surround the 
camps, photographs show.

Ex-workers allegedly part of black market operation out of Camp Stanley

Almost $8 million in goods 
were stolen from Camp Stanley 
over the course of a year in an 
alleged black market operation, 
leading to the indictments last 
week of six South Koreans. 

Five of the people indicted 
are former Army and Air Force 
Exchange Service employees, 
officials said. 

Oh Won-geun of the Seoul 
Supreme Prosecutors Office said 
Friday that between October 2005 
and September 2006 the group 
rang up fraudulent receipts to 
cover the smuggling of a variety 
of goods — including electronic 
equipment and alcoholic bever- 
ages — from Camp Stanley out- 
side Uijeongbu. The goods were 
primarily sold at the Namdaemun 
market in Seoul.

In all, the group stole about 
8,000 items costing 9.8 billion 
won, or more than $7.8 million, 
he said. 

“Tt was a very organized ring,” 
Oh said. 

Some of those indicted for 
violating the Customs Act are 
cooperating with authorities; 
the investigation into the alleged 
smuggling ring is continuing. 

Area I AAFES_ General 
Manager Ken Limtiaco, who was 
not in his current job when the 
alleged smuggling ring was said 
to be in operation, said the inves- 
tigation that led to the indictments 
was prompted by a “spot check” 
that turned up goods being smug- 
gled out of Camp Stanley. 

According to a 2006 Stars and 
Stripes story, a suspicious-look- 
ing truck parked at Camp Stanley 
prompted a Sept. 25, 2006, sting 
operation in which U.S. and South 
Korean officials discovered thou- 


sands of dollars’ worth of goods 
bound for the black market. 

A Seoul Customs Service agent 
said that a Camp Stanley AAFES 
official alerted Army Criminal 
Investigative Command agents 
about the truck, and they contact- 
ed the Seoul Customs Service. 

The two agencies set up a sting 
and followed the truck off base 
until it stopped to make a delivery. 
Investigators found cash, liquor 
and food products on the truck, 
including Spam and cheese. 

A U.S. military police blotter 
item excerpted at that time said 
the investigation identified an 
import goods store as “a Korean 
drop house where _ diverted 
AAFES goods were taken and 
sold on the Korean economy.” 

The customs agent said at the 
time that officials believed there 
were more people “systematically 
involved in this black-marketing 
organization” and that all past sus- 


picious-looking sales records were 
going to be examined closely. 

Limtiaco said he understood 
that customs officials recently 
reopened an investigation into 
the case when new information 
surfaced. 

The AAFES official said he 
believes better safeguards are 
now in place to prevent such a 
large-scale black-market smug- 
gling operation from getting any 
traction. 

In recent years officials have 
developed a computerized track- 
ing system that can highlight 
irregular or unusual purchases 
shoppers make. 

AAFES also does a variety of 
things to “ensure our employees 
understand the consequences” if 
they are party to any sort of effort 
to smuggle goods from military 
facilities, Limtiaco said.

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high-speed transport fleet

The Army and Navy are teaming up to 
buy a fleet of high-speed ships capable of 
transporting everything from heavy equip- 
ment to humanitarian supplies, according to 
a Defense Department news release. 

The ships are capable of carrying 700 tons 
at speeds of about 35 knots for 1,200 nauti- 


cal miles, according to the release. In ad- 
dition, the nearly 340-foot-long Joint High 
Speed Vessels would be able to transport M1 
Abrams tanks, operate in shallow waters and 
have seating for up to 312 troops. 

The Army has procured two of the ships 
— named the Fortitude and Spearhead — 
while the Navy has procured one ship, to be 
known as the Vigilant. 

The first vessel could hit the seas as early 
as November 2011. 

In the release, the DOD indicated that it is 
looking to purchase 10 of the ships from the 
Mobile, Ala.-based Austal USA. The total 
cost of the contract would be $1.6 billion. 

Each ship could be launched six months 
after the previous vessel enters service, and

the first one will be built for the Army, said 
Bill Pfister, Austal USA’s vice president for 
external affairs. Each ship is being built out 
of lightweight aluminum. 

“If you want to go fast, you want to go 
light,” Pfister said. 

Another feature is the catamaran hull, 
which displaces less water, allowing it to go 
faster, Pfister said. 

The closest vessels the Navy has to the 
JHSV are two ships it has been leasing for 
two or three years, Navy spokesman Lt. Clay 
Doss said. 

“There is a move to try to get more of those 
leases until we build these ships,” he said. 

The Navy envisions the ships being used 
for humanitarian missions, getting supplies 
and equipment to an area quickly and for 
building partnerships with other navies, 
similar to what the Navy is doing now with 
African nations, Doss said. 

The vessels have “very shallow drafts so 
they can go very close to shore without a lot 
of difficulty. The Navy doesn’t have a ship 
like this,” Doss said.

“Ttis essential to who we are as a fighting force 
that we get this right,” Mullen said in the mes- 
sage. “We are better than what I saw in those 
pictures.” 

Plans call for the United States to finance 
and construct a new Afghan-run prison for the 
extremists. 

These prisoners are using the Afghan correc- 
tions system as a camp to train other inmates to 
become deadly militants, the American officials 
said. 

The remaining inmates are to be taught vo- 
cational skills and offered other classes. They 
would also be taught about moderate Islam with 
the intent of releasing them into society, said the 
officials, who spoke on condition of anonymity 
because the review’s findings had not been re- 
leased publicly. 

The recommendations coincide with Ameri- 
can officials’ fears that overcrowded Afghan-run 
prisons will be overwhelmed by groups of new 
prisoners captured in the American-led offen- 
sive in southern Afghanistan, a place where thou- 
sands of Marines are battling Taliban fighters. 
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U.S., S. Korea seek strategy to disarm North

SEOUL — The U.S. and South 
Korea are hatching a “compre- 
hensive” strategy for persuading 
North Korea to dismantle its nu- 
clear weapons program, breaking 
from the step-by-step process that 
has seen Pyongyang backtrack on 
pledges. 

Assistant U.S. Secretary of State 
Kurt Campbell discussed the new 
strategy with chief South Korean 
nuclear envoy Wi Sung-lac during 
talks Monday, Foreign Ministry 
spokesman Moon Tae-young said. 

The possibility of a new ap- 
proach came as Pyongyang’s iso- 
lated communist regime hardened 
its boycott of international nuclear 
talks after carrying out its second 
atomic weapons test and test-fir- 
ing a barrage of banned missiles 
in defiance of U.N. sanctions. 

Campbell first spoke of the idea 
Saturday, saying the U.S. and its 
partners would be prepared to 
offer a “comprehensive package 
that would be attractive” to North 
Korea if it returned to the nuclear 
talks and took irreversible steps to 
disarm. 
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South Korean Foreign Minister 
Yu Myung-hwan told lawmakers 
Monday that such a package ap- 
proach would be aimed at resolv- 
ing all outstanding issues at once 
by putting all of North Korea’s 
obligations and demands on the 
table. 

Yu did not elaborate, but said 
disarming the North in phases — 
the approach the talks have pur- 
sued so far — is difficult because 
the North can reverse the steps it 
has taken. 

“We can’t repeat the past negoti- 
ating pattern” of rewarding North 
Korea for partial denuclearization 
steps, ministry spokesman Moon 
said. “We plan to continue con- 
sultations with related countries 
about a comprehensive solution.” 

Secretary of State Hillary 
Rodham Clinton says the U.S. 
stance of essentially playing down 
North Korea’s nuclear tests is 
intentional. 

In an ABC interview broadcast 
Monday from India, Clinton said, 
“We weren’t going to give the 
North Koreans the satisfaction 
they were looking for, which was 
to elevate them to center stage.”

Camps: Issue of human rights pushed aside amid nuclear concerns

But the camps have not been discussed in 
meetings between U.S. diplomats and North 
Korean officials. By exploding nuclear 
bombs, launching missiles and cultivating 
a reputation for hair-trigger belligerence, 
the government of Kim Jong II has created 
a permanent security flash point on the Ko- 
rean Peninsula — and effectively shoved 
the issue of human rights off the negotiat- 
ing table. 

“Talking to them about the camps is 
something that has not been possible,” said 
David Straub, a senior official in the State 
Department’s office of Korean affairs dur- 
ing the Bush and Clinton years. There have 
been no such meetings since President 
Obama took office. 

“They go nuts when you talk about it,” 
said Straub, who is now associate director 
of Korean studies at Stanford University. 

Nor have the camps become much of an 
issue for the American public, even though 
annotated images of them can be quickly 
called up on Google Earth and even though 
they have existed for half acentury, 12 times 
as long as the Nazi concentration camps and 
twice as long as the Soviet Gulag. Although 
precise numbers are impossible to obtain, 
Western governments and human groups 
estimate that hundreds of thousands of peo- 
ple have died in the North Korean camps. 

North Korea officially says the camps 
do not exist. It restricts movements of the 
few foreigners it allows into the country 
and severely punishes those who sneak in. 
U.S reporters Laura Ling and Euna Lee 
were sentenced last month to 12 years of 
hard labor, after being convicted in a closed 
trial on charges of entering the country 
illegally. 

North Korea’s gulag also lacks the bright 
light of celebrity attention. No high-pro- 
file, internationally recognized figure has 
emerged to coax Americans into under- 
standing or investing emotionally in the 
issue, said Suzanne Scholte, a Washing- 
ton-based activist who brings camp survi- 
vors to the United States for speeches and 
marches. 

Before guards shoot prisoners who have 
tried to escape, they turn each execution 


into a teachable moment, according to in- 
terviews with five North Koreans who said 
they have witnessed such killings. 

Prisoners older than 16 are required to at- 
tend, and they are forced to stand as close as 
15 feet to the condemned, according to the 
interviews. A prison official usually gives a 
lecture, explaining how the Dear Leader, as 
Kim Jong Il is known, had offered a “chance 
at redemption” through hard labor. 

Like several former prisoners, Jung 
Gwang II, 47, said the most arduous part 
of his imprisonment was his pre-camp in- 
terrogation at the hands of the Bowibu, the 
National Security Agency. After eight years 
in a government office that handled trade 
with China, a fellow worker accused him of 
being a South Korean agent. 

“They wanted me to admit to being a 
spy,” Jung said. “They knocked out my 
front teeth with a baseball bat. They frac- 
tured my skull a couple of times. I was not a 
spy, but I admitted to being a spy after nine 
months of torture.” 

When he was arrested, Jung said, he 
weighed 167 pounds. When his interroga- 
tion was finished, he said, he weighed 80 
pounds. “When I finally got to the camp, 
I actually gained weight,” said Jung, who 
worked summers in cornfields and spent 
winters in the mountains felling trees. 

Human rights groups, lawyers commit- 
tees and South Korean-funded think tanks 
have detailed what goes on in the camps 
based on in-depth interviews with survi- 
vors and former guards who trickle out of 
North Korea into China and find their way 
to South Korea. 

The motives and credibility of North Ko- 
rean defectors in the South are not with- 
out question. They are desperate to make 
a living. Many refuse to talk unless they 
are paid. South Korean psychologists who 
debrief defectors describe them as angry, 
distrustful and confused. But in hundreds 
of separate interviews conducted over two 
decades, defectors have told similar stories 
that paint a consistent portrait of life, work, 
torment and death in the camps. 

The number of camps has been consoli- 
dated from 14 to about five large sites, ac- 
cording to former officials who worked in 


the camps. Camp 22, near the Chinese bor- 
der, is 31 miles long and 25 miles wide, an 
area larger than the city of Los Angeles. As 
many as 50,000 prisoners are held there, a 
former guard said. 

There is a broad consensus among re- 
searchers about how the camps are run: 
Most North Koreans are sent there with- 
out any judicial process. Many inmates 
die in the camps unaware of the charges 
against them. Guilt by association is legal 
under North Korean law, and up to three 
generations of a wrongdoer’s family are 
sometimes imprisoned, following a rule 
from North Korea’s founding dictator, Kim 
Il Sung: “Enemies of class, whoever they 
are, their seed must be eliminated through 
three generations.” 

Crimes that warrant punishment in polit- 
ical prison camps include real or suspected 
opposition to the government. 

“The camp system in its entirety can be 
perceived as amassive and elaborate system 
of persecution on political grounds,” writes 
human rights investigator David Hawk, 
who has studied the camps extensively. 

Common criminals’ serve ‘time 
elsewhere. 

Prisoners are denied any contact with the 
outside world, according to the Korean Bar 
Association’s 2008 white paper on human 
rights in North Korea. The report also found 
that suicide is punished with longer prison 
terms for surviving relatives; guards can 
beat, rape and kill prisoners with impunity; 
when female prisoners become pregnant 
without permission, their babies are killed. 

Most of the political camps are “com- 
plete control districts,’ which means that 
inmates work there until death. 

There is, however, a “revolutionizing 
district” at Camp 15, where prisoners can 
receive remedial indoctrination in social- 
ism. After several years, if they memorize 
the writings of Kim Jong II, they are re- 
leased but remain monitored by security 
officials. Since it offers a safe haven to de- 
fectors, South Korea is home to scores of 
camp survivors. All of them have been 
debriefed by the South Korean intelligence 
service, which presumably knows more 
about the camps than any agency outside of 


Pyongyang. 

But for nearly a decade, despite revela- 
tions in scholarly reports, TV documenta- 
ries and memoirs, South Korea avoided 
public criticism of the North’s gulag. It ab- 
stained from voting on U.N. resolutions that 
criticized North Korea’s record on human 
rights and did not mention the camps dur- 
ing leadership summits in 2000 or 2007. 

The public, too, has been largely silent. 
“South Koreans, who publicly cherish the 
virtue of brotherly love, have been inex- 
plicably stuck in a deep quagmire of in- 
difference,” according to the Korean Bar 
Association, which says it publishes reports 
on human rights in North Korea to “break 
the stalemate.” 

Government policy changed last year 
under President Lee Myung-bak, who has 
halted unconditional aid, backed U.N. reso- 
lutions that criticize the North and tried to 
put human rights on the table in dealing 
with Pyongyang. In response, North Korea 
has called Lee a “traitor,’ squeezed inter- 
Korean trade and threatened war. 

In the Clinton years, high-level diplomat- 
ic contacts between the U.S. and Pyongyang 
focused almost exclusively on preventing 
the North from developing nuclear weap- 
ons and expanding its ballistic missile 
capability. 

President George W. Bush’s administra- 
tion took a radically different approach. It 
famously labeled North Korea as part of 
an “axis of evil,” along with Iran and Iraq. 
Bush met with camp survivors. For five 
years, U.S. diplomats refused to have di- 
rect negotiations with North Korea. 

Containing the current nuclear weapons 
crisis has monopolized the Obama admin- 
istration’s dealings with North Korea. The 
camps, for the time being, are a non-issue. 

“Unfortunately, until we get a handle on 
the security threat, we can’t afford to deal 
with human rights,” said Peter Beck, a 
former executive director of the U.S. Com- 
mittee for Human Rights in North Korea.

The longest solar eclipse this cen- 
tury will result in midday twilight 
Wednesday as the moon passes be- 
tween the sun and Earth over Asia. 

The eclipse will peak for rough- 
ly six minutes at about 11 a.m. in 
Japan and South Korea as it makes 
its way across Asia. However, the 
moon will begin casting its shadow 
over the sun about an hour before 
the peak, then start regressing for 
about an hour afterward. 

A point in Tokara Islands between 
mainland Japan and Okinawa will 
experience a total eclipse, as will 
Iwo Jima, the island about 660 miles 
southeast of Tokyo, according to Yo- 
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shinori Suematsu with Japan’s Na- 
tional Astronomical Observatory. 

The rest of Japan and South 
Korea will see a partial eclipse, 
with the moon obscuring 80 percent 
of the sun in southern Japan and 
Okinawa, and 60 percent elsewhere 
in the country and South Korea. 

Wednesday’s eclipse will be the 
longest of the 21st century, Suemat- 
su wrote in an e-mail to Stars and 
Stripes. 

The eclipse starts in India and 
moves east over China before cast- 
ing shadows over Japan and South 
Korea, eventually terminating in 
Hawaii, where it will peak at about 
20 percent. 

The astronomical event will not 
be visible in the States, although ob-

servatories around the world plan 
to Web-cast the event for those not 
lucky enough to see it in person. 

But people should be careful not 
to look directly into the sun during 
the eclipse, warned Dr. Glen Hiki- 
da, an optometrist for the Army and 
Air Force Exchange Service, in a 
news release issued by Camp Foster 
on Okinawa. 

Doing so could result in serious 
retinal damage that may not sur- 
face until hours later, Hikida said. 

Eyewear designed for _ solar 
eclipses, special welding glass or a 
pinhole projector are the best meth- 
ods for watching the eclipse, ac- 
cording to the release.

Animal Planet profiles 
troops who came to 
distressed creature's aid

MISAWA AIR BASE, Japan — Air Force 
Master Sgt. Lloyd Stinson was deployed to 
Ali Air Base in Iraq in February when he 
received the strangest call of his 17-year 
career as a firefighter. 

Military police were reporting a camel 
stuck in a hole off base. 

“We're like, ‘What’s going on? Camel in 
a hole? Come on,” he said. 

It was natural to be leery, said Stinson, a 
Granite Falls, Wash., native. First-respond- 
ers such as firefighters and military police 
are targeted in combat zones, he said. 

But when the confirmation call came 
in — there was indeed a camel stuck in 
a hole — Stinson and other firefighters 
responded. Because he serves as a fire 
inspector, he wasn’t actively involved in 
the rescue. Instead, he videotaped the 
scene and provided the footage to the pub- 
lic affairs office at Ali. 

It made its way to CNN and, eventually, 
Animal Planet contacted the Air Force 
looking to do a story. 

Last week, base personnel at Misawa 
filmed Stinson answering questions for 
a segment of Animal Planet’s “Untamed 
and Uncut.” 

“We scour through thousands of videos 
every week but when this clip fell in our 
hands we knew this was a special story 
that all of America would want to see,” 
executive producer Vicki Johnson said in 
an e-mail response to Stars and Stripes. 

She said the firefighters’ actions saved 
the camel and also assisted an Iraqi 
family. 

“We always say our show is about 
ordinary people who find themselves in 
extraordinary situations, but this time it’s

about extraordinary people who choose 
humanity over hostility,” she said. 

The run date for the episode has not 
been announced. 

Stinson said he never thought the inci- 
dent would garner this much attention. 

He said when they responded to the 
scene, they found a baby camel about the 
size of a 100-pound Great Dane trapped 
in some sort of concrete plumbing pit. 
According to an Air Force news release 
from February, Staff Sgt. Bryan Senecal 
and Airman lst Class Nicholas Gallagher

climbed down into the 8- to 9-feet deep pit 
to tie ropes around the camel. 

“It was very difficult, with it being a 
tight area, the camel not really wanting to 
cooperate, the guys never being around a 
camel,” Stinson said. 

“So they didn’t want to hurt it, but they 
also knew time was of the essence to get it 
out of there.” 

Gallagher said the camel was continu- 
ally moving its neck as they were trying 
to help it. 

“I’ve never been around a baby camel 
before so I thought [its neck] was broken 
at first,” he said. 

“We tried to be as gentle as possible, but 
finally we had to just get down there and 
lift it up.” 

Stinson said he was glad to help the 
family. 

After pulling the camel from the hole, 
firefighters washed it down and troops 
from the veterinary office gave it some 
shots, Stinson said. 

With that, the family loaded the baby 
camel into a sack attached to the family’s 
bigger camel and went on their way. 

“It’s neat because there’s so much nega- 
tivity that comes out ... you know, the news 
... out of Iraq,” he said. 

“Tt was nice to see that we were ... able to 
do a really nice thing, a good story finally 
comes out.”

CAMP HUMPHREYS, South 
Korea — An Army helicopter pilot in 
South Korea who used fake business 
documents to bilk fellow soldiers out 
of thousands of dollars in an invest- 
ment scam was sentenced to nine 
months in jail and dismissal from the 
military, Army officials said. 

Chief Warrant Officer 2 Anibal 
Candelario Jr. was sentenced July 
15 after pleading guilty to wrongful 
appropriation during a court-martial 
at Camp Humphreys in Pyeongtaek 
before military judge Lt. Col. Thomas 
Kulish. 

Candelario, a Black Hawk helicop- 
ter pilot assigned to the 2nd Combat 
Aviation Brigade, had opted to be tried 
by judge alone instead of a jury. 

During ascam thatran from January 
2005 to October 2007, Candelario 
bilked a total of about $125,000 from 
a captain and three warrant officers, 
Army officials said. 

The fraud involved detailed invest- 
ment schemes for real estate devel- 
opment projects in Tampa, Fla.; 
Enterprise, Ala.; and Italy, the offi- 
cials said. 

Candelario created fake contracts, 
financial statements, had detailed 
housing plans, copied a federal judge’s 
signature, and created the false 
impression his dealings had the back- 
ing of Daewoo International and Wells 
Fargo Securities, according to the 
officials. 

In one instance, Candelario used 
bogus court documents to convince 
one of his victims that about $500,000 
had been stolen from his firm. 

Also a part of the scam was a phony 
letter that purported to be from the 
president of Daewoo International 
and was used to “validate” the false 
claim that Candelario’s company was 
in business with Daewoo, Candelario 
testified. 

As of last September, all victims but 
one had been fully repaid; the other 
has thus far received partial repay- 
ment, officials said.

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Gates to add 22,000 to active-duty Army

WASHINGTON — Defense 
Secretary Robert Gates will add 
about 22,000 soldiers to the Army 
in coming weeks in an effort to 
keep pace with the wars in Iraq 
and Afghanistan without burden- 
ing the force with longer tours or 
shorter time at home. 

The increase will raise the Ar- 
my’s active-duty end strength to 
nearly 570,000 soldiers, the high- 
est mark in 17 years. Gates said 
the move would last for at least 
the next three years.

A fleetwide inspection of 
F/A-18 A-D Hornet fighter 
jets has found four more 
aircraft with missing tail 
fasteners, bringing the 
total to seven, the U.S. Navy 
said over the weekend. 

It appears an engineer- 
ing flaw is causing the 
Hornets to shed the fasten- 
ers, which can cause dan- 
gerous cracks in the tail of 
the jets, according to the 
Navy. 

Earlier this month, three 
Hornets were discovered 
with missing fasteners 
— two of those also had 
structural cracks — caus- 
ing amandatory inspection 
of 566 aircraft beginning 
July 10. 

Inspections were about 
half complete on Friday, 
Navy spokesman Lt. Clay 
Doss said in an e-mail to 
Stars and Stripes. 

The 1st Marine Air 
Wing on Okinawa said in- 
spections of Marine Corps 
Hornets were ongoing late 
last week and that no jets 
had been grounded. 

Nearly all F/A-18 A-D 
aircraft must be inspected 
within 25 flight hours, ac- 
cording to the inspection 
order. 

Doss. said _ inspection 
results were unavailable 
for individual regions, but 
111 of the Hornets are now 
deployed and about 384 
are training in the United 
States. 

The remaining aircraft 
are in reserve or depot 
status. 

Hornets with cracks re- 
main grounded and are ex- 
pected to be repaired and 
ready for flight in about 
two weeks, Doss said. 





tions in Iraq and Afghanistan over 
the last several years has steadily 
increased the number of troops 
not available for deployment in 
the Army,” he said. “The decision 
to eliminate the routine use of 
stop loss also requires [more per- 
sonnel] for each deploying unit. 

“The Army has reached a point 
of diminishing returns to reduce 
the size of its training and sup- 
port tail. The cumulative effect of 
these factors is the Army faces a 
period where its ability to deploy 
combat units at acceptable fill 
rates is at risk.” 

The new troops will be used 
to ensure existing units already 


are properly staffed, and “not to 
create new combat formations,” 
Gates said. 

He estimated that the Pentagon 
will need about $100 million this 
fiscal year to pay for the move 
and another $1 billion in fiscal 
2010, but he will not be asking 
Congress to add additional funds 
to next year’s defense budget al- 
ready being debated on Capitol 
Hill. 

Instead, he said, the money will 
be shifted from other programs, 
and will likely cause more “tough 
choices” in equipment and train- 
ing funds. 


Last week Sen. Joe Lieberman, 
I-Conn., offered an amendment 
to next year’s defense authoriza- 
tion bill allowing a 30,000-per- 
son increase in the Army’s end 
strength, calling it a critical step 
in managing the force. 

House leaders have already in- 
cluded similar language for 2011 
and 2012 in their version of the 
military budget bill. Army offi- 
cials estimate as many as 30,000 
of their current 547,000 may be 
in nondeployable positions, in- 
cluding those in training slots 
and troops recovering from their 
combat wounds. 





But Gates said the 22,000 in- 
crease should provide relief for 
the Army, and the stress on the 
force represents only a tempo- 
rary problem as the military 
draws down in Iraq and ramps up 
operations in Afghanistan. 

In 1999, the service hit a recent 
low when it employed fewer than 
480,000 active-duty troops, and 
in recent years lawmakers have 
pushed to build the force back up 
as the wars in Iraq and Afghani- 
stan have strained both the active- 
duty and reserve components.

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No-bid contracts pump up military base repair costs

WASHINGTON — The Defense 
Department frequently awards 
no-bid work to small contractors 
for repairs at military bases under 
the new economic stimulus law, 
costing taxpayers millions of dol- 
lars more than when businesses 
compete for the work, according 
to an Associated Press analysis of 
570 such contracts. 

The Pentagon saves more 
than three times as much money 
when companies compete, the AP 
analysis showed. Yet more than 
$242 million in federal contracts 
— representing more than one- 
fourth of the military’s stimulus 
contract spending so far — has 
been awarded under the recovery 
program through no-bid contracts 
for repairs and maintenance. 

President Barack Obama prom- 
ised last month to save money 
through competition. 

“By ending unnecessary no- 
bid contracts and reforming the

Much of the spending is for 
common construction work at a 
time when contractors crippled by 
the recession are offering steep 
discounts. State governments are 
taking advantage, reporting mil- 
lions in savings as road and con- 
struction contracts come in under 
budget after making companies 
bid for the work. 
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The Defense Department can 
do that, too, and “ensure that we’re 
getting the best deal possible,” 
said Scott Amey of the Project on 
Government Oversight, a watch- 
dog group that tracks government 
spending and waste. 

Obama’s recovery program in- 
cludes about $7.4 billion for mili- 
tary construction, repairs and 
improvements at bases put off in 
recent years because of wartime 
expenses. The Defense Depart- 
ment also is seeing big savings 
in its construction contracts, but 
it is saving far more money when 
making businesses compete. 

The 570 projects reviewed by 
the AP included $284.4 million in 
competitively bid contracts and 
$135.5 million in no-bid contracts. 

The work that was competi- 
tively bid saved $34 million, with 
contract costs coming in about 
11 percent less than budget esti- 
mates. The no-bid work saved $4.4 
million, with contract costs com- 
ing in about 3 percent less than es- 
timates, the AP’s analysis shows.

BAGHDAD — The Iraqi mili- 
tary has turned down several re- 
quests from American forces to 
move unescorted through Bagh- 
dad and conduct a raid since the 
transition of responsibility for 
urban security at the end of last 
month, an Iraqi military com- 
mander said Monday. 

U.S. combat troops withdrew 
from urban areas on June 30 
under a security agreement with 
Iraq that requires all U.S. troops 
to be out of the country by the 
end of 2011. 

Col. Ali Fadhil, a brigade com- 
mander in Baghdad, compared 
the new restrictions on the U.S. 
military to “house arrest” on 
bases. However other Iraqi offi- 
cials said U.S. troops outside of 
cities are still free to move with- 
out Iraqi approval. 

Outside urban areas, Ameri- 
cans are assisting with the 
search and arrest of insurgents, 
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manning checkpoints and con- 
tinuing ongoing efforts to train 
Iraqi forces — from medics to 
helicopter pilots. U.S. soldiers re- 
cently advised Iraqi soldiers dur- 
ing a seven-hour humanitarian 
aid drop in Diyala province. 

The U.S. military in Iraq had 
no immediate comment Monday 
on the relationship with its Iraqi 
counterparts. But it has said pre- 
viously it remains available to as- 
sist them and has noted progress 
despite lingering questions about 
the Iraqi military’s resolve and 
training. 

In Washington, the Penta- 
gon said the two forces are 
cooperating. 

“We continue to work closely 
with Iraqi security forces and co- 
ordinate operations as we imple- 
ment the security agreement,” 
said Air Force Lt. Col. Patrick 
Ryder, a Pentagon spokesman. 

Fadhil spoke to The Associated 
Press about conditions in Bagh- 
dad, where violence has dropped 
dramatically. 
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He cited several occasions in 
which Iraqi troops turned down 
U.S. requests to move around 
the capital, and in one instance 
to conduct a raid — the Iraq- 
is carried out that operation 
themselves. 

“They are now more pas- 
sive than before,’ he said of 
U.S. troops. “I also feel that the 
American soldiers are frustrated 
because they used to have many 
patrols, but now they cannot. 
Now, the American soldiers are 
in prison-like bases as if they are 
under house arrest.” 

Fadhil said an American patrol 
wanted to pass through an area 
in west Baghdad during the day. 

“I prevented them and told 
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them they were not allowed un- 
less they had approval, and even 
if they had approval, Iraqi forces 
had to accompany them.” 

Another time, Fadhil said a 
U.S. patrol wanted to leave the 
walled-off Green Zone, which 
houses the U.S. Embassy and 
Iraqi government headquarters, 
to travel less than a mile to near- 
by Muthana Air Base. Again, 
they were told that Iraqi troops 
had to accompany them. 

When an American patrol 
wanted to arrest an enemy target 
in a Sunni area of west Baghdad, 
Fadhil said he told the U.S. troops 
they had to hand over the tip 
about the target to Iraqi troops, 
who later made the arrest.

Iraqi military spokesman Maj. 
Gen. Qassim al-Moussawi cited 
three other incidents in early 
July when U.S. patrols violated 
the security pact. He said they 
were addressed at a committee 
of top U.S. and Iraqi officials, 
who meet regularly to resolve 
such disagreements. 

Iraqi forces face near-daily at- 
tacks in urban areas, but not on 
the scale of the past. 

On Monday, a car bomb killed 
two police officers and injured 
eight civilians in Ramadi, west of 
Baghdad, said Maj. Gen. Tareq 
Youssef, the police chief of Anbar 
province. Ramadi, the provincial 
capital, was once a stronghold of 
Sunni insurgents.

4 U.S. troops die 
in Afghanistan

KABUL — Four Americans 
were killed Monday when a road- 
side bomb exploded in eastern 
Afghanistan, NATO said, making 
July the deadliest month for U.S. 
troops in this war. 

A NATO statement did not give 
nationalities, but U.S. spokesman 
Lt. Robert Carr confirmed that 
all four were Americans. The 
deaths bring to 55 the number 


of international servicemembers 
killed in July, also the deadliest 
month for NATO forces. 

At least 30 U.S. troops have 
died this month — two more than 
the toll for June 2008, which had 
been the deadliest month for the 
American force in Afghanistan. 

Meanwhile, a British fighter 
jet crashed at NATO’s largest 
base in southern Afghanistan on 
Monday, the second aircraft to go 
down there in two days. 


British pilots eject 
before jet crashes 
at NATO air base

KANDAHAR AIRFIELD, Af- 
ghanistan — Two British pilots 
ejected safely as their fighter jet 
crashed upon takeoff Monday 
morning, the second crash at 
NATO’s main air base in south- 
ern Afghanistan in two days. 

The two pilots of the Tornado 
GR-4 sustained injuries but were 
treated at a military hospital and 
released. 

There was no immediate indi- 
cation why the jet crashed. 

“All we know for sure is that 
it is not attributable to insurgent 
activity,” said Capt. Glen Par- 
ent, a spokesman at the base for 
NATO’s International Security 
Assistance Force. 

The jet crashed at about 7:20 
a.m., close to a highway just out- 
side the perimeter of the airfield. 
Afghan security forces closed the 
highway temporarily for safety 
reasons, and all people in the im- 
mediate vicinity were made to 
leave, a NATO statement on the 
incident said. 

The crash was the second to 
occur at the sprawling air base 
in two days. Sixteen people died 
and another five were injured 
Sunday morning when a Russian 
Mi-8 civilian helicopter crashed 
upon takeoff at the airfield. Al- 
though the cause of that crash is 
still under investigation, insur- 
gent fire was not to blame, NATO 
officials said. 

Several of the injured from 
Sunday’s crash have been treat- 
ed and released, said Parent. All 
of the victims were civilian con- 
tractors, NATO said. 

Parent said no additional safe- 
ty steps were being taken or were 
under review in the aftermath of 
the two crashes at the airfield. 
Both incidents are under inves- 
tigation and no link between 
the two has been established, he 
said. 

Monday’s incident was the lat- 


est in a string of aviation acci- 
dents in Afghanistan in the past 
week. 

A U.S. Army helicopter made 
an emergency landing Sunday 
morning in eastern Afghani- 
stan’s Kunar province, accord- 
ing to U.S. forces in Kabul. The 
number of people aboard was 
not released, but all were being 
treated at a military hospital, a 
U.S. statement said. What forced 
the helicopter down is unclear, 
but there were no insurgents ac- 
tive in the area at the time, the 
military said. 

Two U.S. Air Force pilots were 
killed early Saturday when their 
F-15E fighter jet crashed in east- 
ern Afghanistan. The Defense 
Department identifed the pair 
late Sunday as Capt. Thomas J. 
Gramith, 27, of Eagan, Minn., 
and Capt. Mark R. McDowell, 26, 
of Colorado Springs, Colo. Both 
were assigned to the 336th Fight- 
er Squadron, Seymour Johnson 
Air Force Base, N.C. 

There was no hostile fire in- 
volved, and the crash is under 
investigation, the U.S. military 
said. 

Eight Ukrainian crewmem- 
bers were killed last week when 
an Mi-26 civilian helicopter 
crashed near the town of San- 
gin in southern Afghanistan’s 
Helmand province. The Taliban 
claimed to have shot down the he- 
licopter, but NATO officials have 
not confirmed the claim and say 
the crash is under investigation. 

And on July 6, two Canadian 
airmen and one British soldier 
were killed when a Canadian CH- 
146 Griffon helicopter crashed 
upon takeoff at a NATO camp in 
Zabul province, about 50 miles 
northeast of Kandahar airfield. 
Insurgent fire was not to blame, 
officials said at the time.

small Idaho town kept word of 
soldier's capture by Taliban quiet

HAILEY, Idaho — Shortly 
after the first report two weeks 
ago that a U.S. soldier had been 
captured in Afghanistan, a small 
circle of people in this central 
Idaho town found out it was one 
of their own but kept it quiet. 

Pfc. Bowe R. Bergdahl, a local 
family’s only son who was home- 
schooled, danced at the ballet 
school and rode his bike all over 
the town of 7,000, was in the 
hands of the Taliban. 

Neighbors and others in the 
community about 10 miles south 
of Sun Valley have known for 
weeks that Bergdahl had been 
captured, but said the family 
urged them not to talk about the 
kidnapping out of fear that pub- 
licity would compromise his safe- 
ty. Gov. C.L. “Butch” Otter said 
he had been working to keep the 
soldier’s name quiet until it was 
officially released. 

The Pentagon wasn’t talking 
either; all that Defense Depart- 
ment officials said in early July 
was that a U.S. soldier was be- 
lieved in enemy captivity. 

The 23-year-old Bergdahl was 
serving with a unit based in Fort 
Richardson, Alaska, earlier this 
month when he vanished, just 
five months after arriving in Af- 
ghanistan, officials said. He was 
serving at a base near the border 
with Pakistan in an area known 
to be a Taliban stronghold. 

Only after Saturday’s Internet 
airing of a 28-minute video in 
which Bergdahl is shown cap- 
tive and says he fears never going 
home again did Pentagon officials 
finally release his name. Some of 
Bergdahl’s friends and acquain- 
tances are also slowly opening 
up, too, with permission from his 
father.

Family overwhelmed 
by support from town 


HAILEY, Idaho — The par- 
ents of a U.S. soldier captured 
in Afghanistan say they are 
overwhelmed by the support 
of neighbors in their small 
Idaho community and others 
abroad.

Bowe in your thoughts and 
prayers, and we ask for your 
continued acceptance of our 
need for privacy in this dif- 
ficult situation,’ the family’s 
statement read.

valuable commodities in trans- 
actions of terror, secrecy is no 
accident. The New York Times 
had asked other media not to 
publicize the capture of reporter 
David Rohde. The Times reporter 
escaped in July after being held 
seven months by the Taliban. 

“The Department of Defense 
has always thought throughout 
this whole situation that we were 
going to do whatever we could 
possibly do with the safety of this 
soldier in mind,” said Lt. Col. 
Tim Marsano, an Idaho National 
Guard spokesman. 

In the video posted Saturday, 
Bergdahl confirms his name 
and hometown. The Pentagon 
confirmed his identity Sunday 
— nearly three weeks after he 
disappeared. 

On July 2, two U.S. officials 
conceded a soldier had “just 
walked off” his base near the bor- 
der with Pakistan with three Af- 
ghans after his shift, but wouldn’t 





release details. Four days later, 
the Taliban claimed “a drunken 
American soldier had come out of 
his garrison” and was captured 
by mujahedeen. 

Back home in Idaho, residents 
of Bergdahl’s tight-knit mining- 
town-turned-resort community 
worked to keep tight the circle 
of those who knew of the hostage 
crisis. 

In fact, some neighbors who 
learned about Bergdahl’s plight 
the old fashioned way — down 
at the cafe, perhaps, or via a dis- 
creet phone call — said Sunday 
they were respecting the wishes 
of the Bergdahls by not speaking 
publicly. The family, described 
as deeply private, lives about five 
miles west of Hailey on a remote 
gravel county road. Out front, a 
cardboard-and-ink placard wired 
to the chained and locked front 
gate reads “No visitors.” 

Sue Martin, owner of Zaney’s 
River Street Coffee House where 
Bergdahl poured espressos be- 
fore enlisting in the Army in 
2008, had installed a sign on the 
front counter urging people to 
keep “Our friend who has been 
captured in Afghanistan” in their 
thoughts and prayers. 

But she didn’t use his name and 
later removed the sign, partly out 
of concern that the Bergdahls 
were against it. 

It was only after getting their 
permission Sunday that Mar- 
tin spoke about the young man, 
whom she said shared friendly 
banter with regulars there for 
their morning cup of coffee. 

Martin has also returned the 
sign to the front counter along 
with a large yellow placard taped 
to the front window that reads 
“Get Bowe Back.” 

“Tt was in light of concern for 
Bowe’s well-being,” Martin said.

Apollo 11 astronauts want NASA to 
march toward Mars in future missions

WASHINGTON — The first 
astronauts to walk on the moon 
want President Barack Obama to 
aim for a new destination: Mars. 

In one of their few joint public 
appearances, the crew of Apollo 
11 spoke on the eve of the 40th 
anniversary of man’s first land- 
ing on the moon, but didn’t get 
soggy with nostalgia. They in- 
stead spoke about the future and 
the more distant past. 

Sunday night, a packed crowd 
at the Smithsonian Institution’s 
National Air and Space Museum 
— 7,000 people applied in a lottery 
for 485 seats — didn’t get the in- 
timate details of the Eagle’s land- 
ing on the moon with little fuel 
left, or what the moon looked like, 
or what it felt like to be there. 

They got second man on the 
moon Buzz Aldrin’s pitch for 
Mars. He said the best way to 
honor the Apollo astronauts “‘is to 
follow in our footsteps; to boldly 
go again on a new mission of 
exploration.” 

Apollo 11 command module 
pilot Michael Collins, who circled 
the moon alone while Armstrong 
and Aldrin walked on it, said the 
moon was not interesting, but 
Mars is. 

“Sometimes I think I flew to the 
wrong place. Mars was always 
my favorite as a kid and it still is 
today,” Collins said. “I’d like to 
see Mars become the focus, just 
as John F. Kennedy focused on 
the moon.” 

The man who founded and 
directed Mission Control Hous- 
ton, Christopher Kraft Jr., also 
jumped on the go-somewhere- 
new, do-something-different 
bandwagon. 

As the men of NASA of the 
1960s talked about new technol- 
ogy and new goals, the current 
NASA is still looking back at the 
moon. 

NASA is still marching toward 
a goal of returning to the moon of 
Armstrong and Aldrin and this 
time putting a base there. The 
current plan is based on build- 
ing new rockets that the for- 
mer NASA administrator called 
“Apollo on steroids,” with an al- 
ternative — a derivative of the 
space shuttle — floating through 
the space agency. 

Although they didn’t directly 
criticize NASA’s current plans, 
Aldrin and Collins said the moon 
is old hat. Collins said he is afraid 
that NASA’s exploration plans 
would be bogged down by a re- 
turn visit to the moon. 

And even though Neil Arm- 
strong didn’t talk about the future, 


Aldrin dragged his commander 
onto the Mars bandwagon any- 
way. “It was a great personal 
honor to walk on the moon, but 
as Neil once observed, there are 
still places to go beyond belief,” 
he said. “Isn’t it time to continue 
our journey outward, past the 
moon?” 

On Monday, the Apollo 11 
crewmen met with the president 
during a reception at the White 
House. 

Hailing the Apollo 11 astro- 
nauts as “three American he- 
roes,’ Obama said exploration 
spurs ingenuity and inspires stu- 
dents in math and science. 

The president compared the as- 
tronauts’ accomplishment to one 
of his own goals: America having 
the highest high school gradua- 
tion rates in the world by 2020. 

Obama says that Armstrong, 
Aldrin and command module 
pilot Michael Collins were the 
touchstone for excellence in ex- 
ploration that inspired the scien- 
tists of today.

WASHINGTON — The board of CIT Group 
Inc., one of the nation’s largest lenders to small 
and midsize businesses, approved a deal with 
major bondholders to keep the company out 
of bankruptcy, said two people briefed on the 
talks. 

CIT will receive a rescue loan from key 
bondholders hoping to keep it alive long 
enough to restructure its debt, these people 
said. They spoke on condition of anonymity 
because the company has not yet made an of- 
ficial announcement. 

The deal will not necessarily prevent a 
bankruptcy filing for the ailing firm, but will 
give it desperately needed breathing room

while it attempts to refinance existing debt. 
CIT has a $1 billion payment due in August. 

Shares of CIT jumped 56 cents, or 80 per- 
cent, to $1.26 in afternoon trading Monday. 

The big commercial lender has faced a li- 
quidity squeeze as its debt comes due and bor- 
rowers draw down their credit lines. 

The deal will give the company about $3 
billion, according to published reports. 

CIT representatives didn’t immediately re- 
turn phone calls from The Associated Press to 
comment on the reported financing deal. 

CIT had been trying to reach a deal with the 
federal government for emergency funding 
before talks broke down last week. CIT had 
warned that depriving it of more federal aid 


could imperil about a million corporate bor- 
rowers. But the Obama administration turned 
down the company’s request, showing it’s 
drawing a line on federally funded rescues. 

A Treasury Department spokeswoman de- 
clined to comment on a possible private-sec- 
tor rescue of the company and would not say 
whether the government was involved in the 
negotiations. 

Once talks with government officials fell 
apart, CIT turned to some of its major bond- 
holders for financial help. 

The emergency loan would provide tem- 
porary financing to CIT so it could launch a 
debt exchange offer to free itself from debt 
maturities. 


‘Angela's Ashes’ author dead at 78

NEW YORK — After a child- 
hood of almost impossible suf- 
fering, Frank McCourt came 
to embody so many improbable 
dreams. 

He was a survivor of poverty 
who became rich, the child of 
immigrants who made good. He 
was the retiree who stepped into 
a Magical second life. He was the 
winning ticket for every ordinary 
person who has imagined that he 
or she could turn their lives into 
a book. 

“What the memoir requires is a 
distinctive voice, and Frank was 


a master of his voice,” said Mary 
Karr, a friend of McCourt and 
author of the best-selling memoir 
“The Liar’s Club.” 

McCourt, the beloved for- 
mer schoolteacher and author of 
“Angela’s Ashes,” died Sunday 
of cancer. He was 78, gravely ill 
with meningitis and recently was 
treated for melanoma, the dead- 
liest form of skin cancer and the 
cause of his death, said his pub- 
lisher, Scribner. 

“We had this big dinner party 
in Roxbury (Conn.) last month, 
and he was there,” said author 
Gay Talese, a longtime friend. 
“Tt made him a vodka martini, 


and he didn’t look at all like he 
was going to disappear from the 
Earth in a month. He was very jo- 
vial, as usual.” 

Until his mid-60s, McCourt was 
essentially a New York character 
teaching by day and at night sing- 
ing songs and telling stories with 
his younger brother Malachy. 

But there was always a book or 
two being formed in his mind, and 
the world would learn his name, 
and story, in 1996, after a friend 
helped him get an agent and his 
then-unfinished manuscript was 
quickly signed by Scribner.

California returns to 
budget negotiations 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. — Gov. 
Arnold Schwarzenegger and 
California’s top lawmakers were 
set to resume talks Monday with 
the hope of hammering out the 
final details on a deal to close 
the state’s $26.3 billion budget 
deficit. 

The negotiations come as the 
state pays its bills with promisso- 
ry notes for the first time in near- 
ly 20 years and as major credit 
agencies threaten the state’s al- 
ready basement-level bond rating. 
The dismal economy has forced a 
new round of cuts just 42 months 
after California closed a previous 
$42 billion deficit.

— They call it Speak- 
ers’ Circle, a First Amendment gathering 
spot at the University of Missouri where 
just about anything goes. 

Confrontational evangelists condemn 
abortion and gay marriage. Conservative 
students bash President Obama’s bailout 
plan. The rheto- 
ric is 
heated, 
and the 
discus- 
sions not 
always 
polite. 

College 
campuses 
have long 
been hot- 
beds of 
activism, 
from Viet- 
nam War 
protests a 
generation 
ago to more 
recent’ ef- 
forts to roll 
backaffirma- 
tive action in 
admissions. 

But a rash 
of confronta- 
tions in re- 
cent years 
has led to a 
nationwide ef- 
fort to promote 
civil debate on 
campus. 

A $4 million 
Ford Foundation 
initiative that 
began in 2006 
and was expand- 
ed this year aims 
to promote dia- 
logue on college 
campuses after a series of clashes between 
liberals and conservatives. 


Fighting harassment 


One of the colleges taking part in the 
foundation’s effort is the University of Mis- 
souri, where a survey several years ago 
found widespread reports of harassment 
targeting minority student groups. 

“We’re not here to tell people what to be- 
lieve and what not to believe,” said Roger 
Worthington, the school’s chief diversity 
officer. ““The overall goal is to create safer 
places for the free exchange of ideas.” 

Missouri recently hosted a Ford Foun- 
dation “difficult dialogues” workshop for 
campus leaders from nine schools: Alaska- 
Anchorage, Baylor, Iowa State, Kansas,

Participants spent four days swapping 
stories about volatile classroom encounters 
and tips on promoting academic freedom, 
while tolerating offensive speech without 
allowing racial, ethnic, cultural and reli- 
gious slurs or sexually explicit remarks. 

They engaged in role-playing exercises 
including one that simulated an unpleas- 
ant classroom encounter between an evo- 
lution-denying student and an astronomy 
professor struggling to control her lecture. 
They also learned to avoid the name-call- 
ing shout fests that often pass for public 
debate on cable television and political 
campaigns. 

“The culture wars have been ongoing in 
this country for many years,” Worthington 
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said. 
“We can’t 
afford for the uni- 
versity to become a _ political 
battleground.” 


Post-9/11 disputes 


That’s just what happened at the Univer- 
sity of California’s Irvine campus, where 
disputes between Jewish and Muslim stu- 
dent groups escalated in the aftermath of 
9/11. 

At the Orange County campus, vandals 
struck both a Holocaust memorial and a 
symbolic model of the barrier separat- 
ing Israel and the West Bank. When some 
Muslim students wore garments at gradua- 
tion that critics said paid tribute to the Pal- 
estinian militant group Hamas, an outside 
group filed a civil rights complaint with the 
U.S. Department of Education. 

The department refused to take up the 
complaint. But the tensions caused the 
school told hold its own “difficult dialogues” 


workshop, which led to the creation of sev- 
eral courses and public events designed to 
promote religious and cultural diversity. 

Robert O’Neil, who heads the Ford 
Foundation effort, called the balancing act 
required of faculty members faced with 
divisive classroom comments a “constant 
dilemma.” 

“Tf you react candidly, you may stifle the 
student’s inclination to participate,’ said 
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O’Neil,

— or simply ignoring controversial top- 
ics. Such an approach deprives students 
of a fundamental college experience: the 
opportunity to be exposed to ideas and 
philosophical approaches contradictory 
to their own, O’Neil said. 

“As a constitutional law scholar, I have 
to address polygamy, faith healing and 
gay bishops, among other subjects,” he 
said. “My commitment is to never avoid 
talking about these issues, but to do so in 
a way that doesn’t offend students in the 
trenches.”

MUMBAI, India — The lone 
surviving gunman in the Mum- 
bai attacks pleaded guilty Mon- 
day and gave a detailed account 
of the plot and his role in the ram- 
page that left 166 people dead and 
paralyzed the city for three days. 

The confession was a big boost 
to India’s claims that terrorist 
groups in Pakistan were behind 
the attack, and that Islamabad 
was not doing enough to clamp 
down on them. Pakistan has ac- 
knowledged the Mumbai attacks 
were partly plotted on its soil, se- 
verely straining relations between 
the nuclear-armed archrivals. 

In a verbal statement, Ajmal 
Kasab described his group’s jour- 
ney from Karachi, Pakistan, on a 
boat, their subsequent landing in

widen ties

ham Clinton said Monday the two 
nations agreed on ways to expand 
U.S. defense and civilian nuclear 
sales, while acknowledging “dif- 
ferent perspectives” on other is- 
sues such as climate change. 

Clinton and Indian Foreign 
Minister S.M. Krishna, in a joint 
appearance following a day of 
high-level talks, pledged that 
future U.S.-Indian discussions 
would encompass a much wider 
scope of issues to include energy 
security, education, agriculture 
reform and _ counterterrorism. 
Clinton said it would be a “forum 
for action,” not just talk among 
government leaders. 

“We will work not just to main- 
tain our good relationship, but to 
broaden and deepen it,” she told 
an evening news conference. 
“And to that end our governments 
have agreed to a strategic dia- 
logue,” Clinton said. She said that 
would include not just govern- 
ment officials but also business 
leaders, scientists, social activ- 
ists, academics, leaders of chari- 
table foundations, educators and 
entrepreneurs. 

Krishna said the two reaf- 
firmed a commitment to “resist 
the threat from the scourge of 
terrorism.”

The expressions of goodwill 
on both sides stand in contrast 
to sharp differences on carbon 
emissions and whether India 
should be part of an international 
agreement setting legally binding 
limits on its emissions. An Indian 
official told Clinton in blunt terms 
Sunday that India won’t accept 
such limits — a stance that jeop- 
ardizes Obama administration ef- 
forts to get a meaningful climate 
change accord. 

At her news conference with 
Krishna, Clinton alluded to those 
divisions. 

“Each of our countries, as you 
would expect, has different per- 
spectives about the problems we 
face and how we will solve them,” 
she said.

through these differences.” 

Clinton said her talks Monday 
finalized two agreements. One is 
an Indian designation of two sites 
on which U.S. companies would 
have exclusive rights to sell civil- 
ian nuclear power reactors. That 
could be worth an estimated $10 
billion in U.S. sales. The other 
deal is designed to allow the U.S. 
to ensure that technology in sen- 
sitive American defense items 
purchased by India are not trans- 
ferred to third countries. 

“We want to broaden and deep- 
en our strategic understanding” 
and find more common ground 
with India, Clinton said at Delhi 
University on Monday.

‘End this game, Iran’s 
leader tells opposition

TEHRAN, Iran — Iran’s su- 
preme leader issued a warning 
Monday to the opposition to back 
down after a pro-reform former 
president called for a referendum 
on the government’s legitimacy, 
a sign of the movement’s grow- 
ing boldness in challenging the 
nation’s clerical rulers. 

The exchanges between the op- 
position on one side and Supreme 
Leader Ayatollah Ali Khamenei 
and his core of hard-line clerical 
supporters on the others appeared 
to be heating up, reflecting how 
the monthlong conflict over Iran’s 
disputed presidential election is 
entering a new level — a struggle 
within the leadership itself. 

The opposition has been ener- 
gized by a show of support last 
week from former President 
Akbar Hashemi Rafsanjani, a key 
figure within the ruling clerical 
hierarchy. On Monday, opposi- 
tion leader Mir Hossein Mousavi 
made some of his harshest com- 
ments yet at hard-liners and, im- 
plicitly, Khamenei himself. 

Mousavi said they had insulted 
Iran’s people by claiming that the 
anger over June 12 presidential 
elections that exploded into mas- 
sive protests. 

“You are facing something new: 
an awakened nation, a nation that 
has been born again and is here to 
defend its achievements,” Mousa- 
vi said during a meeting with

Khamenei’s warning on Mon- 
day was clearly aimed at telling 
the opposition to stay in line. 
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China: Ethnic unrest coordinated by women

BEIJING — Police alleged that women 
wearing long, black Islamic robes and head 
scarves acted as ringleaders in the July 5 eth- 
nic unrest in western Xinjiang, state media 
reported Monday, as China issued more de- 
tails about the riots and their aftermath. 

Meanwhile, the top legislator from riot-hit 
Xinjiang said authorities will speed up local 
legislation against separatism in the western 
region that has a long-running independence 
movement by minority Uighurs, state media 
reported Monday. 

China faced its worst unrest in decades this 
month when tensions between the dominant 
Han Chinese and the Turkic-speaking, Mus- 
lim Uighurs clashed in the regional capital of 





Urumai. Nearly 200 people died. 

Chinese officials said Sunday that police 
killed 12 people during July 5 rioting — a 
rare acknowledgment by the government 
that security forces opened fire in the worst 
ethnic clashes to hit the region in decades 

The chairman of the Standing Committee 
of the Xinjiang Regional People’s Congress 
blamed the July 5 riots on “three forces” 
— extremism, separatism, and terrorism — 
both at home and abroad, the official Xinhua 
News Agency reported. 

China already has a national law against 
secession, though there are no similar re- 
gional laws. Xinjiang is working on legisla- 
tion that would “provide legal assistance to 
Xinjiang’s anti-secession struggle and crack- 
down on violence and terrorism,” Imibakhi 
said.

Obama approach has alienated Israel

resident Barack Obama’s Middle 
Pes peace efforts have produced a 

most peculiar situation. Palestinians, 
watching Obama face down Israel on the 
settlements issue, have become embold- 
ened, refusing to sit down and talk, instead 
raising new conditions and bragging about 
how protracted negotiations have worn Is- 
rael down. 

Israelis, meanwhile, are growing in- 
creasingly worried that Obama does not 
understand their concerns. A huge ma- 
jority in Israel now believe the American 
president favors Palestinians. 

The push from Washington for a new di- 
rection in the Mideast has transformed the 
situation so dramatically that it risks over- 
shooting its mark and making prospects 
for reconciliation more remote. 

Obama planned to gain the confidence 
of Arabs by showing he could place strong 
demands on Israel. The idea was that, once 
seen as impartial, Washington would be- 
come a trustworthy mediator, making it 
easier for Palestinians and other Arabs to 
compromise for peace. 

The strategy of showing Washington no 
longer sides fully with Israel may or may 
not have convinced Arabs, but it has suc- 
ceeded wildly in making its point in Israel. 
A Jerusalem Post survey showed that just 
6 percent of Israelis see the Obama admin- 
istration as pro-Israel. And Palestinians 
seem determined to let Obama wring con- 
cessions from Israel without making any of 
their own. 

Arabs still refuse to make concrete 
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moves indicating a willingness to accept 
Israel’s existence in the region. Tacit de- 
nial of Israel’s right to exist continues, and 
Palestinians have taken steps away from 
the negotiating table, widening the gap. 

Palestinian Authority President Mah- 
moud Abbas now refuses to meet with 
Israeli Prime Minister Benjamin Netan- 
yahu unless he freezes all settlement ac- 
tivity, even in neighborhoods both sides 
had agreed would stay in Israel after a 
Palestinian state is formed. This is a new 
demand from Abbas, who frequently met 
with Netanyahu’s predecessors. 

Chief Palestinian negotiator Saeb Erakat 
told the Jordanian newspaper Al-Dostum 
the process has worked well for Palestin- 
ians, resulting in Israel gradually giving in 
on its negotiating positions, “So why should 
we hurry?” 

Erakat has a point. Netanyahu, a hard- 
liner, has been folding like a Damascus 
backgammon table. He came to power 
three months ago after campaigning as a 
stern defender of Israel. Since, he has re- 
versed his refusal to accept the creation of 
a Palestinian state. The change came with 
conditions, hardly surprising in the middle 
of high-stakes bargaining. And he has re- 
lented on a number of matters. ... 

For Israelis, the concern that looms 
above all others is security. But Obama has 
done little to show he grasps the extent of 
Israelis’ well-founded anxieties. 

Territorial concessions would inevitably 
leave Israel more exposed, so the Israeli 
public, a majority of which consistently 
expresses a willingness to accept a Pales- 
tinian state, will resist huge government 
concessions if it believes they will bring 
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more wars, more fear and more death, as 
happened after Israel withdrew from Gaza 
and from southern Lebanon. And those 
withdrawals came before Iran’s nuclear 
program became known. 

Just a few days ago, a huge explosion 
startled the terrified residents of the Leba- 
nese village Khirbet Silim, just over the 
border from Israel. The accidental deto- 
nation blew up ammunitions stored by 
Hezbollah among civilians. The intended 
eventual target for the rockets was Israel, 
and the funds for purchasing and trans- 
porting the weapons came from Iran. 

A new report from Germany’s intelli- 
gence agency says Iran could detonate a 
nuclear weapon in six months, much sooner 
than anyone expected. The radical regime 
in Tehran, showing no sign of loosening its 
grip on its own population, remains com- 
mitted to supporting Hezbollah in Leba- 
non and Hamas in Gaza, two organizations 
dedicated to Israel’s destruction. Iran may 
not openly use its armaments against Isra- 
el, but it has demonstrated its willingness 
to work through allied militias. ... 

If Obama wants to make peace more 
likely between Israelis and Palestinians, he 
needs to dial down the one-sided pressure. 
Settlements are hardly the only obstacle to 
peace. He should show he expects all sides 
to compromise, and he needs to convince 
everyone — Arabs and Israelis — that he 
understands the threats Israel faces and is 
committed to seeing that a peace deal does 
not bring more threats to Israel’s survival. 

Without that, peace will remain the sub- 
ject of speeches, songs and dreams.

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Walter Cronkite:

alter Cronkite was born 
in Missouri, educated 
in Texas and grew up to 


become the most trusted man in 
America by a vote of his country- 
men. He was a man with many 
sides: sailor, race-car driver, bon 
vivant, and, most of all, journalist 
and role model to so many of us 
who shared his profession. 

For more than half a century he 
was in the middle of the biggest 
stories of his time. He covered 
World War II on bombing runs 
out of England and on the ground 
at the Battle of the Bulge for Unit- 
ed Press, the clickety-clack news 
bulletin wire service that formed 
his journalistic sensibilities for 
the rest of his career. 

When Cronkite made his way 
to the anchor chair of the “CBS 
Evening News,” he became 
America’s old-fashioned manag- 
ing editor, an avuncular figure so 
comforting he was widely known 
as Uncle Walter as he guided the 
nation through the assassinations 
of two Kennedys and Martin Lu- 
ther King Jr.; Chicago in 1968; 
Vietnam; man’s first steps on the 
moon; Watergate; the resignation 
of Richard Nixon; and the meet- 
ing of Anwar Sadat and Menach- 
em Begin. 

He famously concluded that 


Vietnam could not be won, and 
at that moment President Lyn- 
don Johnson knew that if he had 
lost Cronkite, he had lost middle 
America. 

Walter was a seminal force 
in making the network evening 
news broadcasts appointment 
television across the country, a 
time of day when millions tuned 
in to find out what had happened 
in their world. 

Those of us at NBC News and 
ABC News were justifiably proud 
of the work we were doing on that 
run of historic news events, but 
Walter was the marquee name. 
While he wasn’t resistant to the 
vanities that come with such 
fame, he was helped immeasur- 
ably by the sardonic wit of his 
lifelong mate, Betsy, who saw 
her role as the anchor to wind- 
ward of the most trusted man in 
America. 

On a Kentucky Derby weekend 
Walter and I were invited to go 
aloft in separate hot air balloons. 
As we lifted off, I could hear Betsy 
saying to Walter over the two-way 
radio, “We’re down here dividing 
up your things. Do you still want 
that burial at sea?” 

Broadway opening nights and 
movie premieres — and they 
didn’t miss many — were always 
enlivened by the presence of the 
Cronkites, who had a wide range 
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of good friends, including John 
Steinbeck, Eli Wallach, Toots 
Shor, Mike Wallace, Andy Rooney, 
Jackie Kennedy, Art Buchwald, 
and Bill and Rose Styron as well 
as — get this — Mickey Hart, the 
drummer for the Grateful Dead, 
a fellow sailing enthusiast. Walter 
occasionally appeared on stage at 
Hart concerts. 

When he left the anchor chair, 





Walter continued to advance the 
cause of serious, no-nonsense 
journalism, often from the jour- 
nalism school named for him at 
Arizona State University. He also 
began to speak out on some po- 
litical causes that interested him, 
promoting conservative critics to 
say, “Aha, I told you so.” 
Nonetheless, when he died Fri- 
day at age 92 he remained Uncle

Walter to generations of Ameri- 
cans who saw him as a wise and 
fair man with a nautical title and 
a sailor’s skill of getting them 
through rough seas by keeping a 
steady hand on the tiller and his 
eyes on the far horizon.

saddam’s mother of all bluffs still doing damage

WASHINGTON 

t looks as though Saddam Hussein, as 

[is been increasingly suspected, pulled 

off the mother of all bluffs — one that 

not only changed the course of history but 

set off a chain reaction so violent it is any- 
one’s guess where and when it will end. 

The late dictator told his FBI interro- 
gators before he was turned over to Iraqi 
justice that he fooled the United States and 
half the world into thinking he was in pos- 
session of weapons of mass destruction as a 
deterrent to what he believed was a threat 
from Iran. He said his fear of Iranian fa- 
natics was so strong he even contemplated 
seeking a security agreement with Ameri- 
ca, whom he did not see as a major enemy. 

If true, and there is no reason to believe 
otherwise since the six-year war and occu- 
pation in Iraq has turned up no evidence 
that nuclear or biological capability ex- 
isted, it is a verification of what critics of 
the Iraq invasion charged all a long, that 
about the only threat Saddam posed was to 
himself. It even seems that the often defi- 
ant former ruler realized in the end what a 
mistake he had made, openly suggesting to 
his captors that it would have been better 
to have let United Nations inspectors wit- 
ness the destruction of his weapons stock- 
pile after the 1991 Gulf War. 

Well, no kidding. Because he did not, he 
convinced not only Iran but also half the 
world, mainly the Western half, he was in 
possession of weapons of mass destruction. 
A paranoid Bush administration, innately 
convinced that Saddam was a major threat 
to global peace and supported in that mis- 
conception by horrible intelligence, bought 
the bluff and let loose the furies in this 
operatic tragedy. It has become clear now 
that the major believer of the Saddam “big 
bang” theory was Vice President Dick 
Cheney, who helped convince a compliant 
president that Iraq could be the catalyst for 





nuclear war. 

Under the circumstances, Cheney may 
ultimately be correct. 

Summaries of 20 FBI interviews with 
Saddam in 2004 have been posted on the In- 
ternet by a non- 
governmental 
research insti- 
tute, the Na- 
tional Security 
Archive, which 
obtained them 
through the 
Freedom of In- 
formation Act. 
Much of the material was redacted, includ- 
ing one summary that was completely so. 

There was something hauntingly simi- 
lar about Saddam’s confessions and those 
of former Defense Secretary Robert Mc- 
Namara, who revealed in his memoirs that 
he had known very early that the Vietnam 
War was a lost cause. Like Saddam, he and 
others in the Kennedy and Johnson admin- 
istrations did nothing to stop the process 
and the result was the loss of tens of thou- 


sands of American and Vietnamese lives. 
That war too was based on a fallacy, the 
so-called “domino theory” that held that 
much of Southeast Asia would fall to com- 
munism unless stopped. 


It has become clear now that the major believer of the Saddam “big 
bang” theory was Vice President Dick Cheney, who helped convince 
a compliant president that [rag could be the catalyst for nuclear 
war. Under the circumstances, Cheney may ultimately be correct. 


The cost of the Iraqi dictator’s monu- 
mental acting job should be obvious to ev- 
eryone. Apparently, not only was he fearful 
of the Iranians, he had absolutely no use 
for Osama bin Laden, whom he labeled a 
“zealot.” He told the FBI that he had no 
contact with al-Qaida. The White House 
claimed a link between Iraq and the ter- 
rorist organization as another excuse for 
the invasion. There was really never any 
evidence to back up that contention either. 


There is no question that the blustery, 
boastful former dictator would have liked 
to put the best face possible on his actions, 
to convince his American captors and the 
Iraqi courts that he was playing poker with 
them through- 
out the years. 
On the other 
hand, he had 
to be aware of 
what his fate 
was going to be 
no matter what. 
It also has been 
quite obvious for some time that the prem- 
ise on which the invasion took place was 
more than just tissue thin, it had no basis in 
fact and is only the least bit defensible be- 
cause it was propounded in the aftermath 
of the second most traumatic event in the 
last 100 years, the first being the Japanese 
attack on Pearl Harbor. 

If Saddam had a “tell” as they say in 
poker, we didn’t see it.

N.H. man gets life 
for Boston slaying 


BOSTON — A New 

Hampshire man _ con- 
victed of fatally shooting another 
man to death near Boston’s South 
Station has been sentenced to life 
in prison. 

Sean Evelyn, of Merrimack, 
N.H., was sentenced in Suffolk 
Superior Court to life in prison 
with the possibility of parole in 
15 years. He was convicted last 
week of second-degree murder 
for shooting 20-year-old Cushings 
Fortuna three times on New Year’s 
Eve 2006. 

Prosecutors say the men had 
a prior dispute, then had a brief 
scuffle after a chance encounter 
at the station on New Year’s Eve. 
Evelyn went to his car to retrieve a 
gun and shot Fortuna as he chased 
him down city streets. 


Perry questions whether 
Hutchison will run 


AUSTIN — Gov. Rick 

Perry suggested that Sen. 
Kay Bailey Hutchison may not run 
against him in the 2010 Republican 
primary, even though Hutchison 
said she has $12.5 million in the 
bank and plans to challenge him. 

“My goal is to not have a pri- 
mary,” Perry told reporters after 
he chaired a state cash flow com- 
mittee meeting. Asked whether he 
thinks Hutchison may decide not 
to enter the GOP primary, he said, 
“Tt’s always a possibility.” 

Perry, who took over as governor 
in 2000 when then-Gov. George W. 
Bush was elected president, has 
never lost an election. If he suc- 
ceeds in his re-election bid it would 
give him an unprecedented third 
term as Texas’ chief executive. 

Hutchison has served in the U.S. 
Senate since 1993. Politicians from 
both parties are already lining up 
to run for her seat whenever she 
leaves the Senate. She hasn’t said 
when that will be. 


3 killed in small plane 
crash near Los Angeles 


C HAWTHORNE — A 
small plane crashed be- 
tween buildings at a suburban Los 
Angeles airport, killing three peo- 
ple on board, authorities said. 
The single-engine Beechcraft 
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Bonanza G36 went down around 
4:30 p.m. and smashed into a park- 
ing area at Hawthorne Municipal 
Airport, Los Angeles County Fire 
Inspector Frank Garrido said. 

The main body of the wreckage 
ended up in parking spaces among 
four buildings near the airport’s 
runway. The nose was destroyed, 
the tail section was bent to one 
side, and fuel spilled across the 
ground. There was no fire. 

Federal Aviation Administra- 
tion spokesman Allan Kenitzer 
said it wasn’t known whether the 
plane was taking off or landing. 
The cause of the crash was under 
investigation.

The only survivor, 4- 
year-old Ricardo Ramiriez, was 
in serious condition at Primary 
Children’s Medical Center but was 
expected to survive. 

The two people in the Mercury 
were taken to University of Utah 
Hospital, where they were in seri- 
ous condition. 


Son of famed hotel 
founder discovered dead 


WHITE PLAINS — The 

son of the founder of Flor- 
ida’s storied Fontainebleau Hotel 
was killed in his room at a hotel in 
suburban New York during a con- 
vention he organized, police said. 

The beaten body of Ben Novack 
Jr., 53, was found at the Hilton Rye 
Town, said Rye Brook Police Chief 
Gregory Austin. 

The attack did not appear ran- 
dom, he said, and valuables ap- 
peared to be missing. No one 
reported hearing screams. 

Nikki Grossman, president of 
the Greater Fort Lauderdale Con- 
vention and Visitors Bureau, said 
Novack was the son of Ben Novack 
Sr., who owned the Fontainebleau 
in Miami Beach from its opening 
in 1954 until 1977. The hotel has 
been used in such Hollywood films 
as “Goldfinger” and “Scarface” 
and is on the National Register of 
Historic Places. 


Man arrested after wife 
dies during cruise 


CA SAN DIEGO — A Los 


Angeles man has been ar- 
rested for allegedly murdering his 
wife during a cruise to Mexico, the 
FBI said. 

Robert McGill was being held 
in the death of his wife, Shirley, 
aboard the Carnival Elation. She 
was killed during a five-day trip 
to Cabo San Lucas, said Keith Slot- 
ter, special agent in charge of the 
FBI’s San Diego bureau. 

Slotter would not provide details 
of the killing or a possible motive. 

Carnival Cruise Lines issued a 
statement saying the Elation was 
on the last leg of its trip when the 
55-year-old woman was killed dur- 
ing a domestic dispute in a cabin. 

A passenger contacted ship’s 
security several hours after the 
ship had left Cabo San Lucas and 
expressed concern that the wife 
might be dead, Slotter said. 


Jenny the elephant 
introduced to new friend 


DALLAS — Jenny the 

elephant has received an 
introduction to her new companion 
at the Dallas Zoo. 

Jenny and Gypsy were separat- 
ed by a fence, but they still stuck 
their trunks through the gaps, the 
Dallas Morning News reported. 
Zoo Officials said they likely would 
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take down the fence by the end of 
the week. 

Gypsy, a 27-year-old female Af- 
rican elephant, arrived in March 
and had been under quarantine, 
which is normal procedure. 

The 33-year-old Jenny, the 
larger of the two, lost her previous 
companion, KeKe, to congestive 
heart failure in May 2008. 


Bloomberg petitions 
for a new party 


NEW YORK — New 

York City Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg is petitioning to create 
another party. 

The billionaire mayor is a Dem- 
ocrat-turned-Republican-turned- 
independent. He has _ already 
secured two ballot lines for this 
year’s election — the Republican 
line and the Independence Party 
line. 

But his campaign is collecting 
signatures for something called 
the Jobs and Education Party. 

It’s essentially a marketing 
trick. 

Bloomberg is already running 
on two lines, so the words “Jobs 
and Education” would just be 
added to one of the existing lines. 

The ballot would say “Republi- 
can/Jobs and Education” or “Inde- 
pendence/Jobs and Education.” 

Campaign spokesman Howard 
Wolfson says it’s another way to 
communicate with voters. 


State sues Manhattan 
eatery over workers’ pay 


NEW YORK — State At- 

torney General Andrew 
Cuomo says a popular Thai res- 
taurant in Manhattan’s financial 
district underpaid employees by 
hundreds of thousands of dollars, 
with some working up 72 hours 
a week for less than minimum 
wage. 

Cuomo’s office filed a lawsuit 
against Liberty Thai Corp., which 
runs the Lemongrass Grill, and 
company owner Hann Low. 

The suit says delivery workers 
made as little as $2.08 per hour, 
and some kitchen workers made 
as little as $4.23 per hour — below 
minimum wage, even when re- 
duced by an allowance for tips. 

The lawsuit seeks more than 
$962,000 in restitution and 
damages. 


Stimulus funding sought 
for New England trains 


4 PROVIDENCE — Rail 
service across New Eng- 
land would be faster, include more 
stops and attract twice as many 
riders by 2030 under an improve- 
ment plan that regional governors 
have backed while seeking federal 
stimulus funding for the project. 

Their plan integrates transpor- 
tation projects across the region 
so the states can compete for some 
$8 billion in the federal stimulus 
funding. 

The states submitted pre-appli- 
cations to request federal grants 
for the project. The plan would 
cut travel time on the Amtrak 
Downeaster line linking Boston 
and Portland, Maine, by about 20 
to 25 minutes and extend the route 
to Brunswick, Maine.

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Seven-time winner ‘happy to be domestique’ to leader

VERBIER, Switzerland — When Alberto 
Contador launched his bold attack, it was rem- 
iniscent of Lance Armstrong’s golden years. 

The fast pedaling was the same, the deter- 
mination was the same — but it was a differ- 
ent rider on the saddle: his teammate Alberto 
Contador, already one of the sport’s greatest 
at the age of 26. 

The Spaniard crushed all other Tour con- 
tenders on Sunday’s first Alpine stage from 
Pontarlier, France, to the Swiss ski resort of 
Verbier, claiming the leader’s yellow jersey he 
wanted more than anything else. 

As he already did last week in the Pyrenees, 
the 2007 Tour winner showed he has no rival in 
the mountains — and took a serious step toward 
a second victory in cycling’s showcase event. 

“Lance Armstrong was my idol, but drop- 
ping him today wasn’t important — he was 
just like any other rider ... It’s an honor for me 
to have him working for me,” Contador said. 

During his seven-year reign from 1999 and 
2005, Armstrong always used hilltop finishes 
to stamp his domination. This time the Texan 
was unable to follow the insane pace imposed 
by Contador, whose legs are 11 years fresher 
than Armstrong’s. 

“As far as I’m concerned, I’m happy to be 
his domestique,” a fatalistic Armstrong said. 
“T’m proud of him.” 

Last week in the Pyrenees, Armstrong 
criticized Contador following an attack which 
allowed the Spaniard to leapfrog him. The 
Texan then accused his Astana teammate of 
riding against team strategy — and even hint- 
ed he could have followed Contador if he had 
really wanted to. 

It was a different story after the final, 5.5- 
mile ascent to Verbier, where Armstrong fully 
understood that he couldn’t compete. The can- 
cer survivor, back on the Tour four years after 
his last victory, accepted his chance of victory 
is Minimal. 

“Yeah, it will be hard,” Armstrong said. “A 
day like this really shows who’s the best, and I 
wasn’t on par with what’s required to win the 
Tour. So for me, that’s the reality, that’s not 
devastating news or anything.” 

Armstrong moved up to second place in the 
standings after the 15th stage, but lost pre- 
cious time to Contador, who took control of the 
race as he ended Rinaldo Nocentini’s eight- 
day run in the overall lead. Armstrong trails

by 1 minute, 37 seconds. 

“T think being out for four years, and being 
one of the older guys out here, there might be 
people out there that expect me to ride like I 
did in 2004, 2005 — that’s not reality,” Arm- 
strong said. “If I do another year, and I get a 
season under my belt, maybe we get that race 
condition back.” 

“But right now, I don’t have it,” he added. 

Armstrong has previously said he may 
launch his own team next season, while Conta- 
dor is likely to quit Astana for another squad. 

Contador seems so strong that only an ac- 
cident could deprive him of victory. 

“From now on, the most difficult thing will 
be to control the race,” Contador said. “A lot of 
riders will try to take advantage of every op- 
portunity to attack. We will have to respond.” 

Contador said Sunday’s result left no doubt 
about who should be considered the Astana 
team leader. 

“The differences now are pretty big, and 
the team’s bet should now be me, no?” Conta- 
dor said. “I’m sure my teammates are going to 


put in great work to back me up just like they 
did today.” 

Armstrong promised to put his own goals 
on the back burner for the good of his team, 
which has three riders in the top 5 — Con- 
tador, Armstrong and fourth-place Andreas 
Kloeden. 

“Now it’s clear that we have the strongest 
rider in the race. This is a team sport, so you 
can’t — none of us, Andreas or myself — can 
think about ourselves,” the Texan said. “Over- 
all, if we play it really, really smart, we can 
have three guys in the top five and the guy 
who wins. That’s a special opportunity, but 
you know, I think now is the time for me to put 
my chances aside, and focus on the team.” 

Riders get a rest day on Monday before the 
next two Alpine stages, an individual time 
trial in Annecy on Thursday, and a ride up the 
feared Mont Ventoux on Saturday before the 
race ends in Paris on July 26. 

“There’s three more days that could shake 
things up. But that’s not at the front of my 
mind right now,” Armstrong said.

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Cink finally claims elusive major

TURNBERRY, Scotland 
— Stewart Cink finally broke a 
tiring Tom Watson at the British 
Open to find that elusive major 
title on his 50th attempt. 

For Lee Westwood, it stayed 
just out of reach in his 47th and 
Sergio Garcia got nowhere near 
in major No. 41. 

While Cink’s one-sided playoff 
victory over five-time champion 
Watson stopped a fairytale end- 
ing at Turnberry, it meant he 
went home with the famous claret 
jug after a long wait for one of 
golf’s top titles. 

“How much I needed it I don’t 
know,” said Cink, whose first 
major was the 1996 US Open. 
“Tm not sure I really thought 
much about whether I was good 
enough to win a major or not. I 
knew I’d been close a few times 
but I never really heard my name 
tossed in there with the group of 
best ones not to have won. 

“So maybe I was starting to be- 
lieve that — that I wasn’t one of 
the best ones to never have won 
a major.” 

Even before Cink captured his 
Open title, the dubious honor of 
the best player not to have cap- 
tured one of the four top prizes in 
golf belonged to Garcia. 

The Spaniard came close 10 
years ago when he finished one 
stroke behind Tiger Woods at the 
1999 PGA Championship as a 
19-year-old. 

That performance suggested 
he might become Woods’ biggest 
rival. While the American added 
12 more to take his total to 14, 
however, Garcia is still waiting 
for his first. 

At 1 under halfway through 
the tournament and four shots off 
the lead, he appeared well posi- 
tioned to make another challenge 
here, two years after he lost a 
playoff to Padraig Harrington at 
Carnoustie. But a third round 76 
ended his chances.

“T had a couple of good rounds 
to start with then unfortunately I 
had a bad day yesterday,” Garcia 
said of his 6-over 76. “Today was 
a weird day. It was the kind of 
day when, every time I got myself 
going, I screwed it up on the next 
hole. I couldn’t ride the momen- 
tum. Every time I made a birdie I 
made a bogey on the next hole. 

“Tm fairly positive. I would 
love to have played much bet- 
ter. But there are a lot of positive 
things I can take away from the 
first two days.” 

Westwood got a lot closer to the 


Open title here and, like Garcia, 
was considered one of the leading 
contenders. 

In contention throughout the 
tournament after a 68 and two 
70s, the 36-year-old Englishman 
led going to the 15th hole. But 
he bogeyed three out of the last 
four holes and his eagle putt at 
17 rolled up to the cup but stayed 
agonizingly out. 

That left him at 2 under and his 
tee shot on No. 18 landed in a deep 
fairway bunker with the flag flut- 
tering in the breeze a long way in 
the distance. But he produced one

of the best shots of the champion- 
ship from the sand and managed 
to find the green, 60 feet from the 
flag. 

A shot behind Watson at that 
stage and knowing that Cink 
was already in the clubhouse at 
2-under, he went for broke and 
his birdie attempt rolled 10 feet 
past. He missed that, too, and 
wound up with a 71, 1 under for 
the championship with no chance 
of even a playoff. 

As it turned out, Watson bo- 
geyed the last hole. If Westwood 
had played safe, rolled his birdie 
putt close to the pin and finished 
2-under, he would have been in 
the playoff too. 

“T’ve gone from frustration to 
sickness now,” Westwood said 
after finishing tied for third be- 
hind Cink and Watson. 

“T figured — I thought I’d have 
to hole it, to be perfectly honest. I 
didn’t see Tom bogeying the last, 
since he’s such an experienced 
player. But he obviously got a 
bogey there. 

“You’ve just got to keep work- 
ing,’ said Westwood, who also 
finished fourth at the 2004 Brit- 
ish Open at Troon. “I’m putting in 
the hard work at the moment, and 
it’s obviously paying off because 
I’m getting closer.”

to do what I did and lose the golf 
tournament.” 

Everyone felt his pain, from older folks 
who looked at him as their role model to 
youngsters who know they’ll be in his 
shoes one day. 

“How about Tom Watson,” the 37-year- 
old Armstrong wrote on Twitter from the 
Tour de France, where he’s trying to pull 
off a similarly themed story. “Amazing.” 

Amazing, indeed. 

“You find yourself cheering for a person 
like that,” said Torres, who kept up with the 
Open via the Internet in between her own 
preparations. “It’s sort of what happened to 
me. People wanted to see me win because 
they want to relate to that. I’m sure every- 
one out there’s who a little bit older and 
likes to play golf can relate to Tom Watson. 
Even those who don’t play, this is someone 
who showed that it doesn’t matter how old 
you are if you follow your dreams. 

“That’s what people want to see. They 
want to see it happen so they’! feel like it 
could happen to them.” 

As with Watson, some of the most cap- 


tivating achievements by supposedly over- 
the-hill athletes were also near-misses. 

At age 39, still-fiery and wildly popular 
Jimmy Connors made a stirring run to the 
semifinals at the 1991 U.S. Open — eight 
years after winning the last of his eight 
Grand Slam titles. Torres settled for three 
silver medals at last year’s Beijing Olym- 
pics, losing out on gold in her lone individ- 
ual event by a mere hundredth of a second. 
A 50-year-old French cyclist just missed a 
medal at the same Games. 

Asked how much she thinks about her 
oh-so-close loss, Torres replied, “Every 
day.” 

Other aging athletes didn’t have to settle 
for second. In 1986, Jack Nicklaus captured 
the last of his record 18 major golf titles at 
46, rallying on the back nine at Augusta 
National to win the Masters. That same 
year, 54-year-old Bill Shoemaker won his 
fourth Kentucky Derby, riding longshot 
Ferdinand to a last-to-first dash to become 
the oldest jockey to take the Run for the 
Roses. 

Nolan Ryan threw the sixth no-hitter of 
his career at 43 — then threw another the 
following year. Foreman came out of re- 


tirement to become the oldest heavyweight 
champion when he knocked out Michael 
Moorer at age 45. Martina Navratilova was 
a month shy of her 50th birthday when she 
won the mixed doubles championship at 
the 2006 U.S. Open. 

The key, Torres said, is learning to use 
your head just as much as your body. Wat- 
son, for instance, doesn’t work out all that 
much but he always makes sure to stretch 
vigorously before a round. 

“If I have a choice between hitting a 
bucket of balls and stretching,” he said, 
“T’ll stretch.” 

Added Torres, “When you’re younger, 
you feel invincible. Your feel like you can 
do anything. It doesn’t matter, you’ll be 
able to bounce back or work through it. 
When you get a little bit older, you have to 
listen to your body, give yourself more rest. 
You have to realize that you don’t have to 
be practicing as much as the other players. 
Just do what’s best for you and your body.” 

Just last weekend, 50-year-old Mark 
Martin won his fourth NASCAR Sprint 
Cup race of the year, more than any other 
driver. 

“That adrenaline is something, there’s 


nothing like it,’ Martin said. “When I’m 
pumped up driving fast race cars, I cer- 
tainly don’t feel 50.” 

There’s no age limit in racing. Also Sun- 
day, 81-year-old Hershel McGriff became 
the oldest driver to take part in a national 
NASCAR series race by qualifying for an 
event in Portland, Ore. 

“T haven’t had anyone tell me that I’m 
crazy,” he cracked. 

Maybe the Royal & Ancient, should re- 
consider its entry requirements, which 
allow past champions to play only until 
they’re 60. That rule seems a little out of 
place now doesn’t it, especially on the links 
courses used for the Open, which tend to 
favor experience over being able to hit the 
ball a mile. 

“When all is said and done,” said Wat- 
son, his eyes tearing up and unlikely to dry 
anytime soon, “one of the things I hope 
will come out of my life is that my peers 
will say, ‘You know, that Watson, he was a 
hell of a golfer, ” 

Still is. 

Age, after all, is just a number.

Kinsler’s home runs start and end a Texas victory

ARLINGTON, Texas — Ian 
Kinsler got the Texas Rangers 
started with a home run, then 
ended the game with another long 
ball in the 12th inning. 

The homers by Kinsler, book- 
ending three strikeouts and a 
groundout, gave the Rangers a 
5-3 victory over the Minnesota 
Twins on Sunday night to snap a 
four-game losing streak.

Manuel had a name ready if 
the Mets are looking for help in a 
trade. 

“If some young pitcher is ready, 
that would be fine — unless (Roy) 
Halladay or some guy like that 
wants to come over,” Manuel said, 
drawing laughs. 

Toronto general manager J.P. 
Ricciardi said this month he 
would listen to offers for Hal- 
laday, the 2003 AL Cy Young 
Award winner who is 11-3 after a 
complete-game victory over Bos- 
ton on Sunday. 

Nieve, who has been filling in 
for injured John Maine, will fly 
with the team to Washington, 
where the Mets open a series 
against the Nationals, and then 
continue on to New York for an 
MRI.

reaching first base. He was still 
limping after the game. 

“T’ll see the doctor tomorrow,” 
he said.

Nieve joins New York’s long in- 
jury list. Gary Sheffield missed a 
second straight game because of 
cramping in his right hamstring 
that began Friday night. 

The Mets are also without out- 
fielders Carlos Beltran and Fer- 
nando Martinez, first baseman 
Carlos Delgado, shortstop Jose 
Reyes, and relievers J.J. Putz and 
Billy Wagner due to injuries.

HAMPTON, Va. — Suspended NFL 
quarterback Michael Vick ended his fed- 
eral dogfighting sentence Monday, freeing 
him to lobby for a return to the field.

Shortly before Woodward came out of the 
house, two men in a government car witha 
U.S. Probation Services folder on the dash- 
board paid a brief visit to the home. They 
carried a large case similar to the one that 
Vick’s ankle monitor was delivered in when 
he started home confinement. The men de- 
clined to identify themselves or speak to 
waiting reporters. 

Vick then drove to the federal court- 
house in nearby Norfolk to meet federal 
probation officials to take care of paper- 
work. Vick declined to answer reporters’ 
questions as he left the courthouse with 
Woodward about an hour and 45 minutes 
later. 

Freedom will allow Vick to step up his 
efforts to resume his pro football career. 
Vick hopes to meet soon with NFL com- 
missioner Roger Goodell, who has said he 
would review Vick’s status after Vick com- 
pleted his sentence.

TURNBERRY, Scotland — Maybe 
when the disappointment wears off — for 
both Tom Watson and the millions of fans 
cheering him on — everyone will take a 
larger message from his amazing perfor- 
mance along the Scottish coast. 

Age, indeed, is just a number. 

Let’s not put these ol’ geezers out to pas- 
ture just yet. 

From George Foreman to Dara Torres, 
from Lance Armstrong to Mark Martin — 
and now, Watson — these geriatric athletes 
pop out of their rockin’ chairs from time to 
time, reminding us that youth may win out 
most times, but it’s not always served. 

“As athletes, we’re not putting an age 
limit on our dreams,” Torres, 42, said from 
a hotel in Italy, where she is preparing to 
compete in the world swimming champi- 
onships. “I don’t think it matters what age 
you are.” 

Watson proved that during four magical 
days at Turnberry, even if the ending was 
painful to watch. Less than a year removed 
from hip replacement surgery and three 
years away from qualifying for Social Se- 
curity, he nearly won the British Open at 
59. 

Fifty-nine! 

“He’s striking the ball so well, just so 
straight,” said Mathew Goggin, 24 years 
younger and Watson’s playing partner on 
Sunday. “He can contend on these (links) 
golf courses forever the way he strikes the 
ball.” 
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Watson shot a 5-under 65 in the opening 
round. He led after the next two days, the 
oldest golfer ever to set the pace in a major 
championship. And at the 72nd hole Sun- 
day evening, with the sun dipping toward 
the Firth of Clyde, he stood over an 8-foot 
putt with a chance to become the oldest 
major champion. 

Ever. 

Everyone held their breath. 

“Tt reminds me of what it used to be like 
when you played the big Tour, played the 
kids’ Tour, and were in contention all the 
time,” said Watson, now a regular on the

senior circuit but eligible for the British 
Open since he’s a five-time winner. “AI- 
most. The dream almost came true.” 

The potential winning putt didn’t have 
a chance, curling to a stop nearly a foot 
shy of the cup. Watson tapped that in for 
a tie with Stewart Cink — and suddenly 
looked his age, sort of like an over-the-hill 
Muhammad Ali getting battered when his 
prime had passed. 

Arriving at the No. 5 tee box for the 
start of the playoff, Watson was overheard 
mentioning to an official that it was get- 
ting cold. Then he played as if his tired ol’

bones had given it all they had. A bogey 
at the first extra hole. A double bogey at 
the third. One last bogey to finish up, then 
watch Cink take hold of the claret jug that 
should have been his. 

“The old fogey almost did it,’ Watson 
said, flashing that pierced-lip smile of his. 
“Tt was fun out there. It was fun to be in the 
mix of it again and having the kids who are 
my kids’ age just look at you and say, ‘What 
are you doing out here?’ and saying, ‘AII 
right, nice going. You can still play.’” 

But showing he still had it didn’t ease 
Watson’s anguish. During the awards cer- 
emony, after Cink had collected the claret 
jug and moved over to stand beside the 
runner-up, Watson looked wistfully at the 
winner’s prize, as if he knew he'll likely 
never get this close to it again. 

“T’1l take some good things from it,” Wat- 
son said, “but it’s still a disappointment 
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
